Publications. 


The Press is one of the most potent factors that we have 
for transmittiing truth and knowledge. In accepting this state- 
ment, we should not forget the fact that the press has equal 
power for transmitting evil as for transmitting good. Therefore, 
we should be careful how and what we read. If we read wisely 
we must at all times be able to assimilate the good and elimi- 


nate the bad. 
If we are to be intelligent and useful citizens, we must nec- 
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essarily read the secular papers. But if we are to be intelligent 
and useful christians we must reach higher up—we must read 
and know the Bible. It is God’s Word and is intended as a 
guide to all men. All state and national law is based on the 
Bible. Therefore, it can easily. be accepted as a safe guide under 
all conditions of life. 

But if we are to be intelligent and useful Baptists we must 
study Baptist literature. We have men approved for their cbris- 
tian zeal and upright intellect, set apart as watchmen on the 
towers of right, whose duty it is to tell us of our operations, 
our conditions and our needs. This is done thru our authorized 
periodicals. 

The Baptist Record published at Jackson, Miss., is our 
organ of communication by which we may know the conditions 
and needs of our State work. 

The Orphanage Gem tells us of the great work that is be- 
ing done for the helpless and destitute children of the state. 

The Home and Foreign Fields tells us of our border work 
and the conditions and needs for christian endeavor beyond the 
seas. 

Our Sunday School literature published at Nashville, Tenn., 
to prepare the children for a proper conception ef God’s Word 
and to. lead them to'a higher and better christian life cannot be 
ignored without the danger of meeting fearful results by neg 
lecting such important opportunities. 

We must know ourselves and what we stand for if we are to 
be efficient workers in God’s holy vineyard.

The report on Chnreh Discipline was called and was pre- 
sented by Rpt. C.-E. Dunaway for Wade Polk. Discussed by 
Rev. C.-E. Punaway and adopted. 


Report on Church Discipline. 


‘ If discipline is necessary in the family, in the school, in the 
army, if is also necessary in the chureh. 
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It is customary to speak of two kinds of discipline: first, 
formative or constructive diseipline; second, corrective diseip- 
line. ‘ : 

The primary idea of the word discipline is training or de- 
velopment. As applied to chureh the word implies the process 
of development.-in the christian by means of instruction, train- 
ing, correction, ete., which is taking place in all cases where 
“growth in grace’’ or Progress towards “‘the perfect man’’ is 
experienced. The word also implies the administration of the 
means by which this development is made possible. 

Formative discipline brings about the development of the 
individual by leading him into those spiritual activities of church 
life which are necessary to spiritual growth. Corrective discip- 
line is the process by which a chureh deals with offending mem- 
bers. It is the duty of the.chureh to correct members who 
commit publie offenses against the body. JAlso a ehureh must 
discipline members who commit public offenses against indvidu. 
als, when such offenses are reported according to the scriptural 
method as laid down in Matt. 18: 15, 16 and 17. 

Much could be said about both kinds of discipline. As to 
to the former, many charehes are weak. Many christians remain 
“babes in Christ’’. Often, no doubt, this is the cause of the 
failure of churches in formative discipline. As to corrective 
dis -ipline, your committee would call attention to the truth that 
the primary purpose of this form is not merely punitive or vin- 


dietive, but restorative. ‘‘Restore such an One in the Spirit of 
meekness”’ is the scriptural injanetion. Of course where resto- 
ration cannot be brought about by any other means the charch 
should be faithful and firm and resort to exclusion. This often 
brings about the desired result. 

Your committee recommends that ¢hurches strive to become 
more efficient in the administratian of both kinds of discipline,

The work demands the im- 
mediate purchase of an X-ray machine, laundry, and an electric, 
sanitary dish-washer. 

The time has come when we must furnish the nurses with a 
home. This will cost $20,000.00. There are seventeen fine 
young won.en there in .training and they must be safe-guarded 
im every way. The Hospital is endeavoring to maintain a course 
for nurses equal to that of any hospital in the state. In addition 
to this, a special course in Bible should be given them. The 
institution is fortunate in having a most efficient head narse,. 
af one who thoroughly understands ber profession and knows also 
how to manage girls committed to her care. | 

I think one of the most important needs of the institution? 
| at present is an endowment of $50,000 to help meet the erying

NUMBER. 

So far as I have been able to find out, most of the churches 
making up the Association have some sort of Sunday School 
going. A good many churches have meetings of the Sunday 
School each Lord’s day—others*meet once or twice a month. 

EQUIPMENT. 

A good many of the schools are well fitted up with separate 
rooms for classes. Some of these classes vie with each other in 
making “‘their’’' room outshine the others. I note with some 
satisfaction that some of the schools are gradually eqaipping 
themselves with workin, materials—blackboards, drawing mate- 
rials, ete., thereby making the work more effective. 

TRAINING, 

One or two Normals were held in the county this year and 
several diplomas were issued to teachers. Also some teachers 
have done private work toward securing normal diplomas. Soon 
there will be, at least, somebody in each school specially trained 


for teaching. 
GENERAL MEETINGS, 


Several fifth Sunday meetings have been held this year, 
having the improvement of Sunday Schools as the purpose, | 
think these meetings have beep productive of some good. | 
have noted in these meetings a marked advance from the old 
Sanday School Convention. Some real Sunday School plans 
were developed. 
WORK ACCOMPLISHED, . 

Evidently the Sunday Schools of the Association have not 
as yet attained their full measure of usefulness..

° SOME OBSERVATIONS, 

The outlook is not without promise. | Normal diplomas are 
eradually finding their way into the different schools. With 
these diplomas go better teaching. Results will surely come 
from better teaching. But there is still a good deal of perfune- 
tory Sunday School work. A great many of the actual goers to 
Sunday School have never realized that through the Sunday 
School the church can be greatly fed. A lack of the charch 
people appreciating the real opportunity offered through the 
Sunday School is doing the ehareh burt. No doubt the Sunday 
Sehool is a great kindergarten for the church, if only the church 
people of the Association will muke use of it. 1 view with con- 
cern the lack of interest taken in Sunday School by advanced 
teen ages and young adults: The older people and children this 
year, as’ I see it, have sustained the Bible study more largely 
than young people. Perhaps the trouble is with the ‘Sunday 
Schools themselves. Perhaps the trouble is in the times. At . 
least, here is the place for the interested Sunday School folks to 
make their attack. These young folks are the ones who need 
training now for future church work. But I hesitate in offering 
the proper solution to this problem.

The report on Missions—State, Home and Foreign—was 
ealled, presented by Rev. C. H. Mize and adopted, as follows: 


State Missions. 


Since, in the providence of God, Baptists have come to oc- 
eupy the first place, numerically, in our state, of all evangelical 
hodies, we cannot hope to maintain our position and the favor 
of God and at the same time neglect our State Missions, which 
is the base of supply to all Kingdom work. 

Your committee is clear in its convictions that the time is 
now. ripe and conditions are imperative for a forward movement. 

The greatest task set before na is the enlistment of the 
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Baptists of our state and especially of our Association. It is a 
delicate and difficult task, but it isa task that cries to heaven 
for fulfillment. We do not attempt to recommend how it shall 
be done, but do insist here that it be done. Our people are not 
stingy or mean, but will rise to unbounded heights when the 
right appeal is made. 

Already plans have been made for an extended program in 
the Baptist 75 Million Campaign. 

We are now living in a day when great stress is being plac- 
ed on organization. We hear it on every hand—see evidences 
of it all about us—and we can see the great amount of work 


‘that is being accomplished which could not possibly be done 


without organization. If our churches are going to accomplish 
the work that is before them they must be thoroughly organized.

Home Missions. 
The infuence of America in shaping world-ideas today is 
unequaled by any other nation. Sound Missionary policy re- 
quires that we shall really make America Christian. Baptists 
of the South have in the Home Mission Board an agency of 
marked efficiency through which they are bringing to bear their 
combined efforts to that end. 

A great work of soul-winning still confronts us in the 
South, where about 20,000,000 persons make no profession of 
religion, though the South is better evangelized than any other 
section of the country. Our Home Missionaries lead those of 
all other denominations in the work of soul- winning. 40,000 
converts were added to the ehurches last year through their 
labors. We rejoice that during the present year the Board’s 
strong evangelistic service is being enlarged stil] more. 

The reproach of 3,000 unhoused Baptist churches in the 
South is being removed by direct gifts and by the Million-Dollar 
Loan Fund of our Board. A great service is being rendered 
through our large system of mission schools to the belated peo- 
pte in mountain districts of the South. 

One of the greatest tasks before Southern Baptists is the 
nurturing of many of our churches, through adequate preaching 
services and pastoral work, whose members are second to none 
in their sound Americanism and evangelical faith, but who have 
not been adequately taught in the life of faith. Our Home 
Board, after six years of effort in this new field, is substantially 
enlarging the Enlistment work, 

In the field of Indians, Foreigners, and Negroes, the Board 
is enlarging its service to meet enlarging opportunities. In its 
co-operative work with State Boards, especially in the relatively 
younger States, it is doing the largest work) in its history. In 
Cuba and Panama the Board’s work shows & healthy growth, a 








Adjusting itself to the enlarged effort made possible by the 
$75,000,000 Campaign, the Board is expending $1,500,000 this 
year, much of it in needy stragetic places it was pot before pos- 
sible to enter. F ; 

We heartily commend our Board for the vigorous and able 
stand of Dr. B.D. Gray, its Corresponding Secretary, and his 
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associates, to safeguard the fundamental principles of religious | 
liberty ana justice, when these were threatened by forces which 
used the occasion of the war to betray our American f-eedom of 
faith. The service of our Secretary and our Board in this emer- 
gency was invaluable. 

These days of reconstruction are a time of severe testing to 
the character and Christian faith of our people. With our 
whole heart we rejoice that the Southern Baptist Convention 
has in the $75,000,000 Campaign provided $12,000,000 to be 
used by our Home Board in evangelizing and Christianizing the 
South. Let us raise it! 





Foreign Missions. 


Any just appreciation of the Foreign Mission Board’?s work 
and responsibilities, and any effort to provide adequate resources 
for this work must be based upon a knowledge and just consid- 
eration of the extensive fields which the Board is cultivating, 
the conditions on these fields, the variety of work that is being 
conducted, and the necessities of the work which we have allow- 
ed to accumulate through the years. 

The Foreign Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention is charged with propagating the gospel in Japan, China, 
Africa, Italy, Mexico, Brazil, Argentina, Chile, ete. Such num- 
erous and extensive mission fields put this work out of compari- 
son with anything else we are doing. 

On these fields there are vaster numbers of human beings 
than the human mind can grasp. The population in these lands 
mounts into the hundreds of millions—some of them white, 
sone black, some yel!ow—but all of them the object of God’s 
love. ° 
The condition of these millions as compared with the peo- 
ple whom we know adds emphasis to the appeal of the great 
field and the great numbers. These multitudes, whether in pa- 
gan or papal lands, are handicapped by ignorance and supersti- 
tion, by physical suffering, and above all by aggravated sin for 
which they have found no remedy. If there is any pity in the 
Christian heart, it ought to be provoked by the deplorable con- 
ditions under which millions of our fellow beings on these mis- 
sion fields are spending their lives while we enjoy the blessings 
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of the gospel and a Christian civilization which it has produced. 

Bat we shall not properly appraise Foreign Missions if we 
overlook the fact that it includes the evangelization of the lost, 
the education of the ignorant, the training of the saved, the 
~ healing of the sick, the housing of feeble mission churches. In- 
deed, all that we are doing at home through state mission boards, 
home mission boards, education boards, orphanages, sanataria 
and the rest we are doing through the Foreign Mission Board. 
No adequate provision ean be made for a work so extensive, so 
varied and comprehensive if we put Foreign Missions on a pari-: 
ty with any single Christian enterprise which we are conducting 
at home. 

There is another fact, and a great fact it is, which must be 
taken into consideration if we are to meet our obligations to 
this great work at this tire. The War immeasurably enlarged 
our international Christian duty. The heroic efforts and saecri- 
fiees which we made to set the world free from the extraordinary 
restraints of autocracy creates for us a new and larger duty to 
promote everywhere the internal constraints of the gospel of 
Christ. The unrestrained freedom of unregenerated human na- 
ture inevitably menaces the world. The extraordinary world sit- 
uation whieh we have created with our guns lays upon us the 
most serious responsibility to send the gospel into all nations. 

The Convention at Atlanta in May recognized the new obli- 
gations which this extraordinary world Situation laid upon 
Southern Baptists and authorized the Board to undertake re- 
construction work in Eurépe, to hasten with the gospel into 
disturbed and endangered Russia, and to set up the banner of 
Christ in’ Persia, Syria and in Galilee, from whence the blese- 
ings of Cbrist’s life and death have flowed down through centu- 
ries to us, and to which we are under peculiar obligations. In 
the new work thus designated for the Foreign Mission Board its 
tasks and its needs have been well-nigh doubled, Let churehes 
and individual givers lay to heart these facts in making fature 
contributions to this work. 

It is fitting to say that as poorly as we have supported this 
great world enterprise, the blessings of heaven Lave been upon 
it. Some of the results of the work last year were 5,635 eon 
verts baptized, 41 churches organized, two churches assuming 
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self-support, 61,588 patients treated, and 129,298 treatments 
administered. 

The world fields are ripe unto the harvest, but much of. the 

bending grain will be lost if we do not quickly thrust in the 
sickle. The world has never seen the universal human mind so 
expectant, so ready to make great decisions, and therefore such 
need for quick and decisive action by those who woula turn that 
mind to the right things and lead the world by the highway of 
the cross back to God. Foreign Mission duty was never so im- 
perious as just now. 
' The Foreign Mission Board furnishes for free distribution 
the best tracts and can fill orders for the best books on Foreign 
Missions. We would, therefore, recommend to our people that 
they cultivate an acquaintance with the Literature De,artment 
of the Board and seek to promote among our church member- 
ship a better knowledge of the work. 

While the 75 Million Campaign has been’ presented to the 
body in another report, your committee on Foreign Missions 
would add its endorsement of this movement and its admonition 
to the churches of the Association that there be no failure to 
give this Campaign the most unqualified, faithful and enthusi- 
astic support. The success of the Campaign will help everything 
that we are doing and its failure would hurt everything. We 
have set for ourselves a task worthy of a great people and shall 
prove ourselves worthy of our inheritance if we accomplish it. 
The eyes of our Lord and of thé world are upon us and we must 
succeed in this great thing to which we have laid our hands.

This being true, I know of no better way to protect and care for 
those helpless and dependent little ones than that already pro- 
vided in the Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Miss., with Rey. J. 
R. Carter and wife as managers. We have now’ in the home 
about 140 children who are looking to us for. support; winter is 
drawing near; shoes and winter clothing will have to be fur- 
nished fer all those. As prices are extremely high it will require 
more money possibly than ever before for the immediate neces- 
sities. I believe if all the churebes would adopt the budget sys- 
tem and work it and all give as the Lord hath prospered this 

_ noble institution would be provided for amply. The Orphanage 

is doing a great work; boys.and girls are going from the home 

s and are filling important places in life and will be a blessing to 

the world. Eternity only will reveal the good that ia being ac- 

complished by the orphanage work. Many of our people are 

not informed as to the work that is being done yet. The com- 

mittee would urge the Orphanage Gem to be taken and read in 

all our homes. This will give us much of the needed informa- 

tion. May we see and comply with our duty as the Lord would 

have us, remembering that “‘he that giveth to the poor lendeth 

to the Lord’’, and that Jesus said that ‘‘inasmuch as ye did it 
unto-one of the least of these, my brethren, ye did it unto me.’’ .

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The report on Denominational Schools was called, presented 
by Bro. Harvey MeGehee and adopted, as follows: 


Denominational Schools. 


The matter of the adequate support and maintenance of our 
denominational schools is one of the most important phases of 

. the great work that is now engaging the thought and attention 
of the leaders of the denominational undertaking, and which is 
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soon to call forth the efforts and sacrifices of the rank and file 
of oar membership. ; 

Daring the next few years, which will mark the most event- 
ful epoch in the work of christian education, it is important 
that we should give due consideration to this field of. endeavor. 
The denominational school will and of right ought to take prom- 
inent rank in the great programme that now confronts us. 
Wherever an education has proven a detriment in business or 
any worthy avocation in life in the past it can be traced toa 
deficit in purpose on the part of the recipient rather than to a 
surplus of learning. And this brings us to the consideration of 
the need of a moral development to accompany mental training 
in order that those who receive the advantages of an education 
in this land of vurs may take their rightful place in the progress 
of christian civilization. Head and heart should be developed 
together, and then each forward step will bring increasing joy 
in life, strengthen the ties of brotherly love, and make the du- 
ties and responsibilities of citizenship more sacred, 

The distinction between the nature and the character of the 
work done by our denominational schools in properly training 
the young manhood and womanhood of the state for the best 
leadership in community life and the work of our state educa- 
tional institutions is fundamental. In the one we find great 
atress and importance placed upon those things that make for 
the best development of the highest attributes of character, 
while in the other the highest moral development and building 
of character for the individual is made a matter of secondary 
importance to the training of intellect. 

The matter of financing these denominational institutions 
of learning necessarily calls for a considerable pecuniary outlay 
in order that they may properly perform the functions for which 
they have been set aside to perform in the grand work of prop- 
erly training the youth of the state, and it therefore becomes a 
matter of vital importance and responsibility to us in connection 
with the monumental task that lies before us to see to it that 

‘the needs and requirements of these institutions are amply sup- 
pliea. And the extreme care and consideration on the part of 
those who have hed in charge the working out of the apportion- 
ment to be made to the work of christian education out of the 
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the funds to be raised in the coming campaign gives ample as- 
surance that the best interest of the denominational schools will 
be safeguarded and provided for if the campaign shall be mark- 
ed with success. ‘ May we then endeavor to measure up to the 
responsibility that rests upon us in this matter of such vital im- 
portance, affecting as it does the best interests of the young 

manhood and womanhood of our state in the years to come.
